On Tuesday night, the Sty Council, which has be¬ 
come accustomed to four hour plus meetings of late, was 
able to reach closed session after just two and a half 
hours, although not due to a lack of important issues. 

Police Chief Joe Surgent began the night by inform¬ 
ing the council of the steps police and Bean Town have 
taken toward eliminating the problems that have oc¬ 
curred recently. In order to analyze the complaints, to 
identify the problems, and to come up with an effective 
solution, a meeting between the two was organized, ac¬ 
cording to Chief Surgent. The police department had 
been receiving more calls from the coffee shop than the 
two bars-Buckaneer and Sunset combined. Owner Tom 
Lukas admitted during a recent planning meeting that his 
young staff relied on the police for situations that should 
have been handled internally. 

^ During the meeting, “[It was] made clear what Bean 
Town expects from the police, and what the police ex¬ 
pect from Bean Town” said Chief Surgent. “We have 
not had a call from there since the meeting.” 

The next big issue was a report on the status of cur¬ 
rent and future GTE telephone directories. Because of 
Sierra Madre’s small size within the larger community 
of Los Angeles, putting together a useful and fair phone- 
book has been difficult. The major problem is that a 
Sierra Madre phonebook by itself is too small to be use¬ 
ful. Local business owners also suffer because their 
advertisements only go out to residents of Sierra Madre. 
Therefore people have requested that GTE include Si¬ 
erra Madre in the Pasadena phone book and distribute 
the same phonebook m both towns.

The meeting then turned from the publishing books 
to the preservation of an Ash tree at 220 S. Mountain 
Trail. The removal of the tree, which was approved by 
the tree preservation commission, was being appealed. 
The appeal was supported by resident Joy Phillips, who 
said, “The tree needs a representitive.” It was also sup¬ 
ported Carolyn Brown and Mark Bierich. 

The tree was first cited for removal after it had caused 
damage to water, sewage, and gas pipes. The pipes were 
moved shortly afterward, but the tree was never removed 
from the endangered list. The reason for this was con¬ 
cern that the tree could again damage utility pipes. Paul 
Ashworth explained the fear effectively when he asked, 
“Would you want a leaking gas line in your front yard?” 

Those who wished to save the tree saw it different¬ 
ly. They felt that the problem was not the tree, and that

is considered a fire hazard 
according to the fire de¬ 
partment, primarily be¬ 
cause they fear that the 
canopy will give rise to a 
crown fire—a fire that 
Jumps from tree to tree 
without touching the 
ground. This type of fire 
would be extremely dan¬ 
gerous to both the resi¬ 
dents and the fire fighters. 

A canopy fire would im¬ 
pede the progress of the 
trucks and fire fighters as 
the heat would make it 
impossible for them to 
proceed safely. 

Mark Beirich, a pro¬ 
fessional Arborist and res¬ 
ident of the canyon dis¬ 
agrees with the fire depart¬ 
ment. He feels that there is 
little chance of the canopy 
fire occurring in the can¬ 
yon. This is because crown 
fires are likely in conifer¬ 
ous forests or among co¬ 
niferous trees, which are 
not present in the canyon. 

Mark does admit to there 
being some eucalyptus in 
the canyon, which also 
lends to crown fires, but 
not enough to cause con¬ 
cern. through a very sad time.

steps could be taken to pre¬ 
vent the tree more endan¬ 
gering the water or gas 
lines. Mark Beirich said, 
“The issue in this situation 
is to replace the pipes, not 
the tree.” 

The council was as di¬ 
vided as the public on the 
issue. In the end though, 
the vote fell 3-2 in favor of 
removing the tree. One of 
the 3 votes came from 
Gary Adams who felt that 
the tree should be removed 
for fear of the city’s poten¬ 
tial liability in the event of 
an accident. Mayor James 
Hester and Mayor Pro- 
Tem Doug Hayes voted 
against removal. 

The council was able to 
agree to award bids to Cal- 
ifornia Street Main- 
tainence and Bird Industri¬ 
al Electronic. The bid 
awarded to California 
Street M.'iinlainance was 
the 1997-98 street sweep¬ 
ing contract. A new com¬ 
pany was needed as the 
city of Azusa declined to 
continue to offer their ser¬ 
vices. C'alifornia Street 
Maintanence gave the 
lowest bid of around 
34,0(K) dollars a year. 

The bid awarded to 
Bird Industrial Electronic 
is for a Water Telemetry 
System, l lie computer- 
ba.sed system, which will 
monitor and pump the 
city’s water, is called a 
Supervisory Control and 
Data Acquisition System 
or SCADA. The estimat¬ 
ed energy savings that 
SCADA should bring 
about, would allow the 
system to pay for itself in 
about a year. 

The historical preser¬ 
vation ordinance, three 
readings later is official.

Mentor Moms Offer Support to 
Pregnant Teens 

Nearly everyone agrees that the teenage years are no the ideal time to have a 
baby. Yet, during the last school year, 20 percent ofthe girls at Mount Olive High 
School and ten percent of the girls at Duarte High School became pregnant. 

Through a Turning Point grant, Methodist Hospital and the City of Duarte have 
teamed to develop the Mentor Mom program for teen girls going through pregnancy. 
The program is designed to provide support and clinical intervention to high risk, 
first time teen parents. 

Mothers Helping Mothers 

Mentor Moms will provide pregnant teens with a mentor who is a parent and 
possibly a former teen mother herself. The trained mentors make a yearlong com¬ 
mitment to be available to the teen moms for labor and delivery support, postpar¬ 
tum guidance and assistance in gaining access to medical, social and educational 
resources. 

“Mentor Moms will have contact with the girls both during pregnancy and af¬ 
ter, as their children develop,” says Kathy Giordano, Methodist Hospital Compre¬ 
hensive Prenatal Services Case Coordinator. 

The program, which will also offer support to fathers, is based on similar pro¬ 
grams across the country that have shown great success in reducing the rate of child 
abuse and repeat teen pregnancies.

After their babies are bom, girls and their Mentor Moms can attend monthly 
meetings at the new teen center in Duarte. The meetings will include lectures by 
healthcare professionals and licensed social workers on normal growth and devel¬ 
opment, medical advice, social services, parenting classes, childcare options and 
more. 

Through the Mentor Moms program, the teenage mother will be taught skills 
she can use to manage her own life and assure normal development for her baby, 
both before and after birth.
